Ir is now 8 yearyiinee the prosent rebellion 
broke out’ in the Philippine ‘Islands, and 
our latest advices from Manila poiit to the 
conclusion that not only are the rebels still 
in the field unsubdued but that their forces 


have been largély: augmented of late by || 


deserters from the Spanish army and that 
the end of the rebellion is as far off as over. 
The rebellion waa the outcome of priestly 
oppression’ as,has ‘been froquently atatod 
by tho rebsl lesdera, coupled with gross 
maladministration on the part of the Civil 
Government. ‘Two Govarnor-Generals have 
retired from the Philippines in the past 
twelve months, one after trying the effect 
of. the policy of extermination, without 
crnshing the rebellidn pnd, without putting 
into operation any reforms for the imprové- 
ment of the condition of tho people. It is 
intoresting, thetefore, to take a glance at 
tho Colonial policy of the'Spanish Govern. 
ment, and to consider whother there is 
any reasonable prospect of the restoration 
of poaco’ in the Philippines, of the per- 
manent amelioration of the condition of 
the peopl, of the reformation of the publi 


-offices with « view to tho suppression of cor- 


ruption, and of the curtailaient of the powers 
of the -priesteraft throughout the Islands. 
There is in Spain a large minority of lead- 
ing men who would gladly see ah end of 
monkish rule in the Philippines. Of that 
minority, some would bo ready’ to take 
action in that direction ; but. others (of 
that minority). would—when in power— 
undoubtedly shrink from the -responsibility 
of making such a radical cliange whon thero 
is such a large party, the present majority, 
who are always crying out:—‘It is only 
by the persuasive power of the priests that 
we gainéd the islands and still. retain 
them, It is only by the mystic awe of 
religion, hammered into the natives, that 
we can. keep them from breaking looss— 
and so forth, See how many ‘attempted 
outbreaks have been frustrated by the 
priests! Seo how many actual plots have 
been counterscted by their influence !’ 
This is‘all ‘moonshine, in fact, for’ the 
priests themselves have been the in- 
stigators. of ‘plots and outbreaks for 
the sole putpose of appearing to put 
them down ; to pose as a ncecsaary factor 
in the Government of the Colony ;' to 


clench, their grip on tho last.refuge left 
thein. in tha weld foe shaie own’ ends and 


enjoyment, - But the people in Spaiti know 
nothing of the Islands, Thoy are taught’ 
to believe the clerical version. They are 
entirely pricst-riddon. Tho language of 
the press is such that they are taught (for 
the press hss the forming of < popular 
opinion quite in ita hands. in Spain) to re- 
gard and qualify os villains, scoundrels, 
blockguards, traitors and social scum all 
who oppose Spanish sovereignty, The 
bare notion that colonials undor Spanish 
rule have any rights as human boings docs 
not exist. Noconcession is granted except 
vider pressurv—no advaneo in the’ condi- 
tion. of colonials is granted exceptas the 
result of revolution or attempted revolu- 
tion ; and even. then avery liberty conceded 
is spoken of and conscientiously believed 


by the gullible people to be the -outcome of 


affectionate, fostering Mother Country's 
desire for the well-being of her nascent 


possessions !. It is the purest, humbug ;/ 


but that is the. current of public’ opinion 
directed by.ths press, which is inspired or, 
coerced or phid: by the all-fuling olique of 
monks and. priests.” From what we learn: 
feo Spain we are inclined.to believe that 
the.future policy of the Islands-will be this’

THE HOME OF THE EMPEROR OF RUSSIA. 


Peterhof, where: the Emperor.and’ Em- 
press of Russia received the German 
Emperor and Empress, and also President 
Faure, has been the favourite summer 
rosidence of the Imperial Court ever since 
the reign of Peter the Great. The vast 
-palace, built of granite and marble, paint- 
ed in red and white, with a gorgeoua iron 
roof and many gilded domes, stands ona 
cliff overlooking the Gulf of Finland. The 
rooms are sumptuously decorated’ and 
furnished in the style of the lust century, 
and the palace is crammed with pictures, 
tapestry, china, malachite, bibeloterie, and 
cutios of all kinds, including many histo- 
rical relics. ‘The Red room contains nearly 
four hundred portraits of beautiful women 
in all parts of Russia, this collection having 
been wade by Count Rotari for Catherine 
Il. The gardens sre tho great feature at 
Peterhof, with terrices sluping away to 
| the sea, and every conceivable description 
of fountain, besides temples, columns, 
Palladian bridges; and toy mills. The 
*Sameon ' fountain represents him opening 
the lion's jaws, from which spouts a jet 
nearly ilinety feet in height. There are 
canals and waterfalls without end, imclud- 
ing the golden cascade, which flows down 
au immense flight of stops which aro richly 
gided.

SIR HENRY IRVING ON MUSIC 
ASD THE DRAMA. 


‘When tho Royal Society of Musicians of 
Great Britain gave their one hundred and 
fifty-ninth anniversary dinner May 27, Sir 
Henry Irving was requested to preside. 
He did so, and hie speoch ‘upon that 
occasion is priuted in The American’ Art 
Joura}. Itisin e light vein, and though it 
has, perhaps, uo partioular ‘talue in itself, 
it shows one sida of the great dramatiat’s 
character ‘as a successtul after-dinner 


arta, and every liboral mind niust admit 
that the combination of music, poetry, 
painting, sculpture, and actin, 
putting them in order of merit 
givo the highcst pleasure to a refined 
intelligence, Yes; Lut standing here as 
@ representative of an att-“which does 
not occupy the minds of . this distin- 
guished company, I cannot help won- 
dering, apprehensively, what . musicians 
think sometimes. of the place allotted 
to music in the drama, Tho technical 
term for tho positivn is, I believe, ‘ inci- 
dental.’ You lock through your progran 
in the theatre, and if you ard a very con- 
/scientious student, yuu may notice, in small 
és and ends, 
announcement that the ‘ incidental 
music’ has been composéd by—well, pro- 
bably by somebody who is much worthier 
to occupy thia chair than [ am. This is 
not all. It may be that the orchestra ig 
iavisiblo ; you:eannot sco: the stimulating 
eaturas of the. conductor, becauss ho 
is ruthlessly imprisoned in the bowels 
of tho earth ; at any rate, tho incidental 
strains rise reproachfully from beneath the 
stage, too often unheeded, I fear, during 
the entr’actos, in the melodious hum of eon- 
versation. Frankly, I find these memories

THE JAPANESE BUDGET DEFICIT. 


‘ "Kobe, Sept. 2. 

Within the Inst fow days the Cabinet 
Council has been considering the Budget 
for the next fiscal year. The total amount 
demanded hy. the -various Departinenta 
reached the gum of 250 million yon, or ten 
millions more than the Budget of list year. 
Seoing that this is about fifty million yon 
in .excess of the present rovenua, tho} 
Finance Minister has found it neces- 
sary to re-examine the estimates fram 
the various Dopartmente, and the re- 
sult of his investigutions has ‘been to 
suggest 4 total’ reduction af thirty millions, 


will accept the reductions is a question yet 
to he decided ; but it is gensrally believed 
that the total estimate will not be reduced in 
the Cubinet -Countil by more than‘twenty 
millions. And the question now is: how 
the deficit, of thirty millions is to he met. 
Last year under the heading of ‘Revenue’ 
the Government had an item of 44 million 
yen of the indemnity money, but this 
year they have no indemnity monoy 
availablo for the purpose, and the only 
way of meeting tho deficit is by 
increased taxation. The Nippon tells us 
that the question of how to increase the 
taxation is a very dificult problem to sulve 
‘in viow of the genoral Parliamentary elec- 
tions which take place next year.’ But the 
thing- must be dune. When tho present 
Government came into offer, they pledgod 
themselves to reform the ad miniatration and 
to adjust the finances of the country, which 
the country was assured did not necessarily 
meana reduction of expenditure. Reforms 
huve been instituted in several of the ad- 
ininistrative Departments, and the country 
has proved very sensitive to the Giovern- 
ment’s dealing with the currency. There 
is in the yernucular papers the usunl vayue 
generalisations about ‘ establishing the tin- 
ances of the Empire on a steady founda- 
tion,' but several of the papers have come 
out with suggestions for raising tha revenue, 
An increase of tho sad tax hus been the 
favourite proposal, and it has naturally 

rovoked the opposition of tho sek 

rewers'. guilds, who propose instead a 
tax on beer brewed in the country. 
They point out that ten yeurs ayo 
the value of the import of Ger- 
man beer wag not less than 400,000 
yen a year, but the  beer-brewing 
industry has developed to such an 


extont in dapan that the import dues } 


not now exceed 60,000 yen, and, 
moreover, an export trado is now done 
in Japaness becr amounting to 100,000 
yen. The sake brewers suggest that 
auch a tax could be put upon tho home- 
brewed beverage. ss would ‘not tond to 
increase the,import of foreign beer. They 
think it would beara tax of 60 to 60 per 
cent. without reducing the demand, for 
the consumers of beer belong to the middlo 
and upper classes, who would not feel the 
tax! Before the saké brewers can hope to 
obtain s hearing they should geto man of 
intelligence to revise their suggestions. 
To propose o tax of 60. per cent, on home- 
brewed beer is the height of absurdity, 
and to say it will mot increase the 
import is ridiculous, seeing that, the import 
duty on foreign becr is only 26 per cont. 
under the pew Statutory Tariff. The 
Yomiuri has a pet scheme of its own—name- 
ly, ataxon sugar, Very littlesugaris manu- 
factured in Japan, and, though the con- 


country depends almost ‘entirely on ini- 
ports for its supplios, chietly from Hong- 
kong and Germany. The Customs duty 
on sugar as fixed in the Statutory 
‘Tariff is 20 per cent.;.but in the Protocol 
to the British Treaty the duty is fixed at 
10 per cont. A clause in the Protocol, 
however, ready : ‘Tt is undorstood betweon 
the two High Contracting Parties that, if 
Japan thinks it necessary at any time to 
levy un additional duty on the production 
or manulacture of refined sugar in Japan, 
an increased Customs duty equivalent 
in amount may be levied on British 
refined sugar. when imported into 
Japan so long a6 such ‘additional tax 
or inland duty continues to be raised.’ No 
reference is made in the Protocol to unrefin- 
ed or brown: sugat,.and ‘this would there- 
fore be subjected to the general Statutory 
Tariff, which fixes the duty at 5 per cent, 
only. Probably brown sugar waa con- 
sidered by the Treaty makers to be raw 
material, but the Yumiuri declares that 
raw sugar is-used in Japan to greater 
extent than the refined. The ‘Tokyo 
journal, proposes specific duties of 4 sen per 
catty on candy, 3$ sen per catty on 
white sugar, and 1{ sen on brown ; and 
it declares that as the present price of
